That the development of the Braz- 
eau collieries has been, stopped is the 
latest anouncement made by Mr. 
Hower the manager of the Brazeau 
Collieries Company. The Brazeau 
coalfields, as has been stated previous- 
ly, is partly owned by the German 
Development Syndicate and partly by 
Mackenzie and Mann, and the C. N, 
R. line which is being pushed ahead 
without the plans being approved by 
the Railway Commission will have a 
branch to, these fields.

“It is rumored that the operations 
on the Brazeau Collieries have been 
stopped, Mr. Hower,” said the report- 
er, “Can you tell me if that is right?”

Unuder normal conditions, Mr. Bei- 
lentyne continued, the United States 
produces annually about . 27,000,000 
bushels of flax. Of this amount 
16,000,000 or 17,000 was kept for 
home constimption while the balance 
was available for export, Up to last 
year the United States had been able 
‘to raisé sufficient flax sed to take 
care of its own needs, but this year, 
owing to the extreme drouth in the 
west, the crop had dropped in volume 
to 17,000,000° bushels. In order to 
make up for the deficiency the Unit- 
ed States had bought up the avail- 
able Canadian supply as well as large 
quantities from other flax-producing 
countries, as a result of which those 
countries were tow suffering. 


At Fort William the price of flax 
today was $2.53 a bushel, which was 
exactly $1 a bushel more than it was a 
yea rago. The foreign crops, too, Mr. 
Ballentyne pointed out, had not been 
anywhere near sufficient to meet local 
demansd, and prices for: linsced oil 
and turpentine were soaring in other 
countiers, too ,just as they were in 
the States and Canada. 


“On the first of February, this year, 
we were compelled to raise the price 
of our varnishes ten cents a gallom 
and today 20 cents has been added to 
the mean price of last year, making 
an increase of about 25 per cent. for 
this year altogether.

business men may easily dispel that 
darkness from their minds by study 
of facts and figures, but from the 
freight officials’ point of view, it is 
only labor wasted. 

It has happened that when certain 
rates being complained of before the 
Railway Commission, chief officials 
have been placed on the witness stand 
and questioned with a view to clicit- 
ing information which would deter- 
mine upon what basis the rates com- 
plained of were fixed, but without 
satisfactory. results. At a recent 
hearing before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission there was a strik- 
ing case of this. A high freight of- 
ficial of the Erie railway. system, 
when asked by counsel apearing be- 
fore the Commission on behalf of 
shippers as to what he could say in 
regard to the method of determining 
whether or not a particular rate was 
a fair and just one, replied: “I can 
say positively nothing. All that 1 
can say is that the shippers are getting 
splendid transportation service dirt 
cheap.” When asked what were the 
factors that made him think the ser- 
vice was “dirt cheap” his answer was: 
“T could not tell you. I just feel that 
it is so; that is all.” 

When asked why the same rates 
should be charged for silks and oil- 
skin clothing, the freight official could 
only say, that, while differing so much 
in value they were in the same classi- 
fication. “I cannot give you the 
reasons for the various commodities 
being placed in the various classes,” 
he said.» “No man cando so. There 
is no reason beycnd the fact 
they are others and so.”

MOVING PICTURES OF FLIES 


To take clear pictures of moving 
insects—a novel application of photo- 
graphy which has recently been made 
by French scientists of the Marey In- 
stitute—the sensitive film must move 
at the rate of 4,000 centimetres a sec- 
ond (something over a mile a minute) 
and 2,000 exposures a second must 
be made. Under these conditions an 
exposure of 1-400,000th second gives 
a sharp image. The infinitesimally 
brief lighting is obtained by means of 
electric sparks passed between mag- 
nesium points. 

In order ‘to cinematograph a_ fly 
with this device some means of direct- 
ing his flight is necessary. Two ways 
of doing this have been used. In one 
the fly is held in the camera's field 
of vision by clectro-magnetically op- 
erated forceps. The same current 
that that exposes the plate liberates 
the fly. In the other the insect is 
enclosed in a glass tube, containing 
avery light mica door. When this is 
moved by the flight of the former, the 
camera shutter automatically opens. 

sy these ingenious devices the 
workers at the Marcy Institute have 
suceeded in photographing the flight 
of flies and many other bugs. In or- 
der to study the resulting films they 
are run slowly, at the rate of fifteen 
exposures a second, through an or- 
dinary projecting machine. The fly 
then appears, lumbering across— the 
sereen like an eagle, or sume cnor- 
mous featherless aviator of the sre- 
human world. 

While these novel experiments are 
likely to be of much scientific imter- 
est, the probability that they — will 
throw any gifht on the problem of hu- 
man flight, as has been suggested, is 
very remote.
